DIRECTIONS FOR ERECTING The "Hartman" Steel Picket Fence. 



1st. Drive Corner and End Posts, Then mark off the ground between them so as to get the 
other posts in line. 

2d. Drive Gate Posts, leaving a space between them 5 inches wider than the Gate. Attach hinges 
and latches, and anchors to the Posts before driving. 

3d. Drive L,ine Posts, setting them equally distant from each other. Let the rib that 
is punched face out. Drive them perpendicularly, and deep enough to let the fence clear the 
ground an inch or two. Drive all post anchors parallel with the fence, using on top of post an oak block, 
or drive with a wooden maul to prevent battering the post. 

4th. The Top Rail must first be passed through the loops of the line posts, then screwed together 
until it reaches from one post ornament to the other, fitting over the arms. In cutting top rail allow 2 
inches for ornamental posts. Now hang the gates. 

5th. Stretch the Pence on frame work thus formed, with ordinary wire stretcher. Fasten all the 
cables to the farthest end post with the hook bolts and see that the picket nearest the post is perpendicular 
with it. Carry the fence to the nearest gate or corner post. Stretch the middle cable first, then alter- 
nately those above and below. Fasten tightly to post with hook bolts. Then go to the next corner or 
end post and fasten in same manner. Fasten top cable to the top rail with our staples, which are slipped

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The Chickamauga and Chattanooga 
National Park is broad in its plan and scope 
and extends over portions of three counties of 
two States, contains 5,900 acres in eight separate 
reservations. 

The movements of both the Union and Confed- 
erate Armies are faithfully followed and marked 
historically correct without bias or prejudice to- 
ward either side. 1,000 tablets of iron and bronze 
containing about 400 words of text each, are used 
to give the history of the battles. Battle lines are 
marked by State and United States Monuments 
and Markers 665 in number, where their best fight- 
ing was done. 

All Battery positions are marked by 249 can- 
nons mounted in battery, on iron gun carriages. 
The States have spent in round numbers $525,000.00 
and the United States $1,250,000 00 to establish the 
Park. Sixty-three miles of magnificent roads and 
avenues and five steel observation towers have 
been erected to reach and view the battle field of 
the most sanguinary conflict of ancient or modern 
times, where 34.000 was the lost in killed, wounded 
and missing on both sides, about equally divided.

Dear Sirs: We have erected 3,900 lineal 
feet of your Steel Picket Fence with Metallic 
Posts and Top Rail, at three of the reserva- 
tions included in this Park. It was erected 
by our regular Park force of laborers, on 
ground that is of a hard and gravelly nature 
without losing a single post, although it was 
necessary to pull up and straighten five or 
six of the 470 used, that were bent by striking 
bowlders. 

On the Crest Road it conforms to all the 
curves, some of which reverse and are of 
short radius. It is neat and strong, stands 
the service very well, and is regarded as a 
mean in cost between the best types of 
woven wire and heavy wrought iron con- 
struction. With the fittings provided, I see 
no reason why any intelligent person should 
not erect this fence properly, as in our case, 
no skilled laborers or mechanics were em- 
ployed.
